HE picture on the first page sliow r s the building in which 



1 the students of W. W. A. spent many happy r and busy- 
days. Now in its place is an ash heap, with a few rib-like 
burned metals scattered about. The transition from the state 
of the building, as shown in the picture, to the ruins that now 
exist—that is, the burning of the building, has left pictures 
upon the students’ minds that will never be forgotten. 

On Friday evening, May 6, 1921, shortly after the lights 
went out the students were awakened by cries; those terrify¬ 
ing, horrible cries that attend all fires. At once the excite¬ 
ment was aroused as the fast devouring, leaping flames 
approached. 

The united spirit manifested, by all in working together 
was certainly much to be admired. The boys removing library 
books, furniture, pianos, clothing and then the last to see if 
all were out; then the cries of the students bewailing the loss 
of their beautiful building; at the sight of the high climbing 
flames, at the falling in of the class rooms, that the students 
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were just realizing how much they loved—all these scenes and 
many more are impressed forever on the students’ minds. 

Imagine, if you can, a big, hot, darning mass—our school 
—against the background of the night. About the campus are 
many half-clad students, most of them with coats over their 
night clothes. Trunks, piles of clothing, heaps of library 
books, irregularly laid mattresses, chairs, tables and wliat not, 
all about. In the orchard, and farther back than the students 
and rescued articles, are groups of people from Auburn watch¬ 
ing; other visitors are helping, and a few are seeking inter¬ 
views to offer help to the homeless, destitute students. To 
those offering assistance, the members of the Commercial Club 
and the Minute Women of Auburn, the student body extend 
votes of thanks. 

But this is past. A future, however, awaits these students 
who scattered home feeling so much discouraged, and feeling 
that W. W. A. might be gone forever. A new Academy is to 
be built. At least that is the plan of the Conference Commit¬ 
tee, which met at the Academy site on Sunday following the 
fire. However, the committee cannot make the prospective 
school a success. Neither can those who make up the faculty. 
We need the support of All the parents, and equally as much 
we need the enthusiastic support of All the students, and the 
co-operation of All concerned. Hope on, for hope is not dead. 
Boost for our school that is coming. Reserving a work place in 
your hearts for the school that is burned, work on giving all 
your new affections to the new Academy to come. Plan to be 
here when the new school opens her doors to welcome you here 
as students again.

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Why Want Another Location?

S ITUATED as it is, overlooking a most beautiful valley and faithfully 
guarded by majestic Mount Rainier, our school certainly has ideal 
surroundings. Any one loving the great outdoors will soon find a great 
many places of interest to visit during his spare moments. 

First there are the lovely green woods with their tempting paths, 
along which wild flowers grow in abundance. Here one may spend pleas¬ 
ant hours enjoying nature’s handiwork. 

When longer hikes are wanted, better places than the following could 
not be found. About a quarter of a mile from the school, near the road 
leading to Auburn, there is a large gap cut through the hill. Standing at 
the edge of this, White River can be seen many, many hundreds of feet 
below, winding down a narrow valley. A steep trail leads down the canyon 
and affords great sport to a hiker. 

Then in the opposite direction lies Green River which is reached by a 
long winding road down the hill or by a shorter but very steep trail made 
many years ago by the Indians. 

In the winter time when the snow is on the ground and ice covers the 
lakes—which really does happen occasionally—it is a great treat for a 
crowd of students to start out with skates over their shoulders and with 
an appetizing lunch. Going down Muckleshoot Hill by the Indian trail they 
cross the valley and climb the hill at the farther side until they reach the 
very top. The lake, which is about a quarter of a mile long, is covered 
with smooth ice. Then for an enjoyable day, interrupted only by the 
lunch and the bonfire at dinner time. 

For picnics, many pleasant spots can be found, especially Green River 
Gorge, which is a most wonderful place about twelve miles up the Green 
River Valley from the Academy. The scenery is the best in the country and 
all the joys of a day’s outing can be fully realized. It is a sort of a summer 
resort and has a pretty rustic inn with several cottages. Going down a 
winding trail from the inn you come to the river raging in torrents over 
the rocks. Very steep cliffs rise on each side and several beautiful water¬ 
falls make liquid music as they fall in sparkling drops over the high banks 
and mingle with the river. 

Then there is Green Water nearly thirty miles from the Academy, 
towards Mount Rainier—ari ideal place for camping or picnics. 

In the mountains above Enumclaw are numerous coal mines which are 
very interesting to visit. There are several at Black Diamond, only four¬ 
teen miles away, which supply coal to the neighboring towns. 

If one is interested in studying the original Americans he has the 
chance to, as there are two Indian reservations near. It is quite interesting 
to know something about these people, their habits and customs. Though 
they are no* longer warlike they still hold to many of their old ways and 
in spite of all that the white people have done or tried to do they will still 
be Indians at heart. These Indians are fond of fish and in the spring they 
with their families in wagons, go on fishing trips, returning in a few days 
with loads of great red salmon. 

Speaking of fishing, the followers of Isaak Walton surely can be 
“Compleat Anglers,” for the numerous lakes and streams are alive with 
bass, perch and other specimens that delight the fisherman’s eye. Lake 
Tapps, a few miles up in the hills, is one of the best for fishing and it also 
makes an ideal camping place. 

Those searching for health can find relief in drinking the fine water 
of Mineral Springs which is located on a pretty spot near Green River.

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This water bubbles up from a natural spring that never goes dry but is 
always ready for a thirsty traveler, or a health seeker. 

Then last, but far from least, one can spin along smooth white roads 
for a few hours and come to the grand old mountain—Rainier itself. Who 
could wish for a more wonderful place to go. This scene has inspired 
Hayes Davis to write a beautiful poem about it so I shall not attempt to 
describe it, as only a poet could do it justice. 

One could write much more and then could not mention half the in¬ 
teresting places near here, and surely no one could even dream of a better 
location for this fair school of ours.

“NOT MERELY TO SELL—BUT TO SERVE” 
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Muckleshoot Hill 

M UCKLESHOOT Hill acquired its name from the first 
inhabitants of the country, who settled it many years 
back, before the white men had explored the West, or looked 
upon the peaceful waters of the Pacific. 

The life of these people was similar to the lives of all the 
western Indians. They lived the carefree, happy way, hunt¬ 
ing and fishing, and picking the wild berries, which they dried 
for their winter use. 

But that life came to an end with the coming of the “Bos¬ 
tons” as the white man was called, who cruelly deprived them 
of their natural haunts, and some of livelihood, which the 
Indians gave up only after a long, hard struggle. For some 
time the intruder retained the land in their possession, but 
because of the valiant defense and from a sense of right it has 
been returned to its former owners as a reservation by the 
government. 

There are but few of these Indians left, and few traces of 
their primitive practices. One rather intersting feature is a 
sweat bath hut that has been built on the hillside. It is a small 
hut about three or four feet in height, built of bark and 
boughs, in shape resembling the half of an egg shell. In pre¬ 
paring this for use, it is said they placed within it several 
large red hot stones, upon which water was poured. The pa¬ 
tient was then enclosed for some time. A little spring is just 
below, here he was plunged after the former process was 
completed. This was Indians’ treatment for all ailments. 

The Indians were very respectful of their dead, Not long 
ago an aged couple whom we know as Lucy and Sampson 
passed away. In their sorrow the house that had once been 
inhabited by the deceased, was burned to the ground, for their 
relatives said, “It makes us sad to see their home when they 
are gone. ’ ’ 

The Muckleshoot tribe is nearly extinct, with only the 
younger and more advanced generation to stand as a monu¬ 
ment to those peaceful, happy days spent in the vicinity of 
Muckleshoot hill, upoii which now stands our beloved Acad¬ 
emy, overlooking the beautiful Green River Valley. 

(Editor: This bit of information has been gathered from one of the 
Indians, Mr. Moses, on the Indian reservation annexing the Academy 
grounds).
